social economists will wager that 1936 
will be remembered less by the elec- 
tion or defeat of Roosevelt or Landon 
or the seism in the American Federa- 
tion of Labor than by the demonstra- 
tion at Stonevillc, Miss., of a mechan- 
ical cotton picker—that worked. 


Single inventions have in times past 


wrought revolutionary social changes. 
The factory system, for instance, gain- 
ed great impetus by development of 
the steam engine. 


But the effect of the cotton picker 


like the effect of the cotton gin, seems 
destined to be felt heavier 
in 
the 


southern states than anywhere. 


In the soutii arc concentrated the sev- 


eral millions of negroes who have 
been a major factor in the cotton in- 
dustry since its beginning. They have 
supplied the cheap labor that matched 
the climatic and soil conditions to 
make a cotton producing center un- 
rivaled elsewhere. 


In the years immediately before and 


after the revolutionary war the slav- 
ery question was heading toward a so- 
lution. Cotton was not then the tre- 
mendous crop it later became. Even 
with slave labor the cost of separating 
feed and fiber by hand was tremen- 
dous. Then came the cotton gin in- 
vention in 1793 which, one historian 
said, "fixed the institution (of slavery) 
firmly on the south."

Southerner will tell you that the no- .ancl 8ave instructions for all divisions 
sition of the negro in the rural south jto follow the law strictly, so that a 
is one of almost complete dependency 
upon the white landholder, who often 
provides him a cabin, a bit of garden 
land and a trickle of money in return 
for his periodic labor in the cotton 
fields. 


What now will be the effect of the 


machine cotton picker if it proves to 
be as successful as these early tests 
indicate? Will perpetual relief be the 
fare of the displaced negroes, as well 
as the share-cropper whiles cut off 
from a livelihood? 


Cries for suppression of the inven- 


tion seem like beating the kettle to 
scare off devils. The invention is 
here. Not only is it here, but it is 
abroad, being demonstrated in Russia.

LITTLE ROCK—The long-establjsh- 


ed custom 
of spending 
a greater 


amount of money for highway main- 
tenance during the first half of a fis- 
cal year than during the second half 
will bo modified by the State Highway 
Department so as to stay within the 
proportionate expenditures act of 1929, 
it was said Tuesday by John Buxton, 
state maintenance supervisor. 


Heretofore, the department has spent 


more on maintenance work during the 
fall months than in other periods in 
an effort to put the roads in good con- 
dition for winter. 


The 1929 act prohibiting an outgoing 


administration from spending more 
than a proportionate share of the an- 
nual appropriation during the last six 
months of the administration was over- 
looked when the highway maintenance 
budget for this fall was made up sev- 
eral weeks ago, it was said.

1 proportionate share of each appropria- 
tion item will be left intact early in 
January when the new administration 
assumes office.

Mr. Buxton said district engineers 


submitted estimates prior to July 1 in- 
dicating that 5828,492 would be needed 
throughout the state during the fiscal 
year for gravel surfacing, construction 
and repair of bridges and for repair ancl 
resurfacing of black top roads. 


These estimates were cut down to 


approximately $475,000 and now will 
have to be trimmed to around $310,000 
for the year, or about 5165,000 for the 
first half of the year. These items 
represent only materials and labor for 
major maintenance operations and do 
not include routine blading, patching, 
etc.

Two members of the City Board of 


Health, Dr. G. E. Cannon and Dr. W. 
G. Allison, appeared before the city 
council Tuesday night and reported 
that they had found open and gov- 
ernment-constructed 
toilets in Hope 


to be "very insanitary." 


They made no official recommenda- 


tion to the council to correct the sit- 
uation. However, they are expected 
to submit a written report to the coun- 
cil within a few days. 


Just what action the board will take 


has not been determined, Dr. Cannon, 
chairman, said. Toilets on the prop- 
erties of five persons were investigat- 
ed and found to be insanitary, Dr. 
Cannon reported. 


Leo Compton appeared before the 


council and was granted permission to 
sell beer on the property leased by 
him, known as Unique Sandwich Shop. 
Compton said that the selling of,beer 
was 65 per cent of''his^businesstat the 
sandwich shop. 


Compton pointed out to the, council 


that he maintained a "drive in" and 
was not selling beer at the curb, which 
is prohibited by the city beer ordin- 
ance. 
: 


The council interpreted the ordin- 


ance to mean that beer could be sold 
legally on premises leased by the op- 
erator. a.'he council's decision gives 
Compton permission to serve beer to 
customers parked in automobiles on 
his premises. 


The council amended its traffic or- 


dinance. The amended ordinance re- 
quires all automobile drivers to bring 
their cars to a complete stop before 
driving into Third street. It also re- 
quires drivers to stop their automo- 
biles at all streets where "stop-signs" 
are standing. 


Mechanical music boxes and loud 


speakers on automobiles were aimed 
at in a proposed ordinance brought 
before the council Tuesday night. The 
proposal was read once and passed un- 
til the next meeting. 


The ordinance would prohibit the 


playing of mechanical devices after 
10 p. m. Reports have reached offic- 
ials complaining that mechanical music 
boxes are disturbing the peace and 
quiet of residents living nearby.

New Vaccine Will 


Stampjhrt ''Flu" 


Both American and Eng- 


lish Experts Perfecting 


a Preventative

CAMBRIDGE, Mass—(/P)—The end of 


the great "flu" epidemic was forecast 
Tuesday at the Harvard tercentenary 
through a new influenza vaccine, 
which it was announced, is being in- 
dependently developed in two of the 
world's foremost medical institutions, 
one American, the other English, 


The vaccine is made from living vir- 


us, the sub-microscopic "agent" which 
causes flu epidemics. At Rockefeller 
Institute, New York city, the vaccine 
is already in human use with every 
evidence of prevention. 


At the National Instilute of Medical 


Research, Hampstead, England, 
the 


vaccine, made by a slightly different 
method than the American process, 
shows super-immunizing effects; on 
animals susceptible to human flu. 


The vaccine work and other flu dis- 


coveries were reported at the Harvard 
Medical School tercentenary by Dr. 
William G. Smilfie, professor of pub- 
lic health administration at Harvard. 


The flu vaccine at Rockefeller In- 


stilute is a culture of virus taken di- 
rectly from human influenza patients, 
Flu is believed to attack through the 
nose. This vaccine is injected under 
the skin. 


It is a complete protection, Dr. Smil- 


lie said, for mice, ferrets and swine, 
which catch human flu. The human 
beings vaccinated were not afterward 
exposed to flu. They were not, how- 
ever made ill by the vaccine and their 
blood revealed immunizing substances 
coming from the vaccination. 


The English vaccine is made some- 


what like smallpox vaccine, by inocu- 
lating animals with the flu virus and 
taking the vaccine from the animals. 
The English workers use horses for 
this purpose. 


The English product, Dr. Smilie said, 


is so potent that it mitigates the ef- 
fects of flu in mice even 72 hours after 
they have been infected with the dis- 
ease.

This formulary includes both acid 


and alkaline antiseptic solutions simi- 
lar to some of the solutions most wide- 
ly advertised. There are also mixtures 
Containing bicarbonate of soda which 
are considered cleansing when there 
is mucus present. 


Most druggists prepare their own 


antiseptic solutions, which can be 
bought at prices lower than some of 
the Widely promoted preparations. 


In the choice of a mouth wash or 


lotion, -the average person will do 
fairly well if he can find one which 
tastes and feels right without worry- 
ing very much about the antiseptic 
efficiency. 


One of the best old-fashioned anti- 


septic solutions for use in the home is 
boric acid. Most people prefer to 
have packages of crystals of boric acid,' 
or boric acid powder, and to make up 
a solution just before they use it. 


A recent development is the chlori- 


nated soda mixture which, during the 
World War, was called Dakin's solu- 
tion. There are now a variety of an- 
tiseptic solutions depending on chlo- 
rine as the chief antiseptic. 


Among the most efficient of the an- 


tiseptics are those depending on mer- 
cury and phenol or carbolic acid. The 
phenol antiseptics have the distinct 
smell of carbolic acid or cresol. 


All the mercury antiseptics are dan- 


gerous poisons and, if they are kept 
in the home, they should be guarded 
carefully. Every 
bottle 
containing 


such preparations should be marked 
"Poison." 


Then there is alcohol. Fifty per cent 


alcohol is a good antiseptic solution 
and serves all the purposes of other 
antiseptics. However, plenty of soap 
and water is equally valuable and 
soaps, such as the tincture of green 
soap, serve also as antiseptics in the 
absence of other more pleasant mix- 
tures and combinations. 


Finally, hydrogen peroxide solution 


should be mentioned as a fairly safe 
antiseptic substance. When diluted 
one-half with water, this makes a 
good cleansing solution for wounds. 
And when you must have a gargle, one 
part of hydrogen peroxide to three of 
water can Be used for this purpose.

nomics, Dr. Schacht is virtually finan- 
cial and economic dictator of the 
Fatherland, always remembering that 
there is only one real boss in Germany 
—Adolf Hitler. Schacht, who stands 
ace-high with his chief, is known to 
one German who can criticizs the gov- 
ernment more than once and not-come 
a cropper; He speaks his mind so 
freeiy on all subjects that Old Line 
Nazis frequently cringe at his "heresy" 
but Hitler just smiles. 


Bargains With France 


Schacht is fond of telling the world 


that he has nothing to do with politics; 
he is just a plain financial and eco- 
nomics chap. However, he has had a 
big hand in the private negotiations 
which European diplomats think are 
tending towards an Austro-Italo-Ger- 
man alliance. 


The other day, too, the doctor took 


himself in his famous two-story white 
collar to Paris to assure France that 
she had nothing to fear from Ger- 
many's lengthening of military serv- 
ice which would greatly increase the 
size of her army. Dr. Schachat is re- 
ported to have told French ministers 
that the best, way to cope with Ger- 
man militarism was to aid economic 
rehabilitation of the Reich. 


Travels for Hitler 


It is reported he also attempted to 


persuade France to break off her al- 
liance with Russia in favor of an ar- 
rangement with Germany. In any 
event, Premier Blum, of France, was 
said to have replied his government 
would join in any conversations which 
might 
facilitate Europe's economic, 


financial and political problems. 


Dr. Schacht has been doing a deal 


of journeying about in other places on 
confidential missions for Hitler. The 
minister's bluff and apparently open- 
handed way of doing things, coupled 
with his admitted capabilities, carry 
him a long way.

"Safest^ecurity" 


So Comes Report From 


Meeting of Insurance 


Men and F. D. R. 


WASHINGTON -</P)- A statement 


:hat holders of American life insur- 
ance policies "possess the safest of all 
jossible securities" came Tuesday from 
a conference between President Roose- 
velt and life insurance executives. 


Charles P. Williams, president of the 


Western and Southern Life Insurance 
company, Cincinnati, said it' was ap- 


roved by the entire group of execu- 
ives who conferred with the chief ex- 
ecutive. 


Williams also said crop insurance was 


discu.ssed but no conclusions v 
reached. 


The life insurance men, representing 
lalf a dozen major companies, asserted 
that the discussions were strictly non- 
jolitical and had hinged on co-operat- 
ng with the federal social security 
program. Those who talked at the 
White House at all, did so reluctantly. 


Frederick H. Ecker, chairman of the 


board of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company, and others insisted 
there had been no mention of a speech 
by Col. Frank Knox September 5 in 
which the Republican vice presidential 
nominee said that "today no life in- 
surance policy is secure; no 
savings 


account is safe." 


Later, at his press conference, the 


president denied the Knox statement 
had been discussed. He said he had 
talked with the insurance men about a 
program of mutual assistance. Asked 
for comment on the Knox assertion, the 
chief executive first declined, and then 
added in Latin: "Res ipsa Ipquitur" 
meaning "the thing speaks for itself." 


The entire statement handed out by 


William, however, dealt with the con- 
dition of the insurance companies, and 
their relations with the government 
under the New Deal. 


"We advised the president," the 


statement said, "that between Jan- 
uary 1, 1933, and June 30, of this year, 
the combined assets of all life insur- 
ance companies in this country in- 
creased more than 53,000,000,000. These 
•assets now total approximately $23 - 
915,000,000 against ?20,900,000,000 at the 
beginning : of 1933." 
i 


Williams added that "the pronounced 


improvement" -in general conditions 
was' reflected by a falling off of loans 
to policy holders from 18 per cent of 
the companies' assets in 1933 to 14 per 
cent at present.

NEW YORK —Chicago All-Amor-®- 


icans registered a thrilling tio with 
the Detroit Lions in Chicago despite 
a lack of organization and low morale. 


They arrived here for their engage- 


ment with the New York Giants in the 
same condition, although having more 
idea of teamwork as the result of Ihoir 
7-7 draw with the champions of the 
National League of Professional Foot- 
ball Clubs. 


Thirty of the 53 collegians threatened 


to strike before the gume at Soldiers' 
Field when certain members discover- 
ed that all were not being paid an 
equal sum in the way of "spending 
money." In addition to bed, board, and 
fare, the accounts ran from 5100 to 5400 
depending on the magnitude of the 
star's name. 


These pre-season all-star meetings 


are getting to be a racket, and the Na- 
;ional Coaches' Association may take 
action against them this winer. A groat 
majority of the coaches have opposed 
them since the outset.
